and will ſhew himſelf more than ordinary civil,; . and fo feartul of any 
thing may prejudice, lus new Acquaintance, that he no ſooner eſpies 
two- or three riding towards them, but he {gems to tremble, and will 
-queſtion-his Friend. or. Friends what Charge they bave about them: 
if little. þe'11 tell them the beſt way will be to yield to theſe ap- 
-proaching Perſons, it they, ſhould prove Thieves, rather than hazard 
their Life ; . bur 1t jt be any thing conſiderable, he will preſently \ow 
to betrue ro-them,z bur before they have travell'd two-or three Miles 
farther, a thouſand to one bur they ſhall overtake two:or three more, 
and ir may beriding with a twiſt of Hay inſtead of Boots, it may be 
with a-Bill or Fork in his Hand ; your new Acquaintance ir may be 
will tell you he will mak- good fport with thac Country Fellow, and 
to that purpoſe will ask him many fooliſh Queſtions, which the other 
will anſwer as ridiculouſly, :to ſpin our time vill they come to a con- 
venient place. Thenfhall yourprerended Friend feize one of you him- 
Telf, and the Country-Bumpkin {ſhall turn Hettor and lay hold on 
another. Then it. will bs in vain to ſtrive; for your Money they will 
have. 


- Again, T adviſe.you, if you have aquantity of Money, to ride ra- 


. ther by. Night than by Day : you will be tree from any Horſe-man or 
Cutter ; bur there be ſome baſe Sheep-ſtealing penny Rogues, who 
will venture their Lives for a Noble, though they hang for their pains. 
Take heed; of rheir long Poles, and rhat rhey do not ſuddenly ſtart 
out-of a Medgg and lay hold on your Bridle: the nobler ſort of Rogues 
ſcorn to robby Night ; beſides they take it for granted that none will 
ride by Night that are worth any thing; and they are oblig'd to take 
their. lans betimes, for tear they ſhould be Apprehended. *Tis a rule 
for High-way Men to keep the greateſt Roads, that from the Num- 
bers bat pals by #hey. may choole the.richeſt Booties. Beware of a 
fooliſh.Cuftom amongſt moſt Travellers, when they ride by any place 
that loaks; dangerous; they will bruſſel up together ſide by fide, which 
" is the uſual overthrow of ſuch. Therefore rake my Counſel, When 
ee you tide in fear, ride far aſunder, art leaſt a Stone's-caſt, by ſo do- 

ing none dares tet upon you. IN | 
Again, my Advice to you is, When Rogues bid you ſtand ” look 
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of the Engliſh Rogue. 
fternly as it you had baniſhed fear from you, and with an undaunted look te!l then 
that though you haye bur little you will loofe your Life rather than part with a pen- 
ny to them: this is a good way to ſave your Money : for, fightin: wich a guilty Con- 
ſcience within and wichour, againft Country Law and Juſtice, 1 know by Experience 
if a Man refiſts nobly, the ſtouteſt of them a!l will ſtoop ro ditcouragement, bur if 
you be ſuddenly ſurpriſed and overpower'd, be fo wife as nc to firive acainſt te 
Stream, bur give them the beſt words you can, wiſhing you had more Mon«y to ſup» 
ply their wants, Deliver th: m fome vith a chear.ul Counenance, ſo rerhaps they 
may ler you paſs withour ſearching you farther ; 1t they fearch you the ſecond time, 
never lay yuur hand near your Moby, T know this by expcrierce, that when I have 
tzken a quantity trom ſome Perſons, by thr teartul louks I have been fire they have 
had me abour them ; and if I did buc lay my Hand ncr the plice where 
the reſt was concealed, they ould ludden y cry out that they were uneone, when a; 
yer I had fouid nothing, bur by thic:r tooliſhnefs T have found ite remainder which 
otherwiſe might have been lafe.
